Hey  Lt, 


I  received  some  troubling  information  from  a  Acting  SLO,  and  a  Patrol  Officer  about  Carlos 
/  Tamarind,  &  Schrader  Zone.  They  were  told  that  the  preschool  located  on  1781  La  Baig 
has  been  having  problems  with  the  homeless.  Parents  are  afraid  to  walk  their  children  to 
and  from  school  due  to  copious  amounts  of  urine,  feces,  drug  paraphernalia,  and  person's 
lying  on  the  sidewalk  throughout  the  day.  I  was  informed  by  the  Acting  SLO  that  the 
school  has  now  lost  funding  due  to  decreased  enrollment  caused  by  the  homeless.  The 
homeless  are  congregating  near  the  Kindergarten  Facility  and  have  grown  exponentially. 
Trash  and  debris  are  now  in  the  street  and  the  citizens  are  begging  for  help. 


In  addition  we  have  Selma  Ave  between  Cherokee  Av  &  Schrader  Bl  (Schrader  Zone).  There 

is  currently  3  schools  in  a  one  block  radius  from  the  Bridge  Home.  The  Acting  SLO 
informed  me  that  some  of  the  parents  from  the  Elementary  schools  no  longer  utilize  the 
sidewalks  as  much,  due  to  being  afraid  of  the  homeless.  There  are  a  few  encampments 

just  east  and  west  of  Selma  Elementary.  There  are  several  homeless  individuals  who  occupy 
Selma  Park  on  a  daily  basis  from  sunset  to  sunrise.  Parents  and  Children  no  longer 
utilize  the  park  due  to  bulky  items  and  hazards  such  as;  urine,  feces,  and  drug 
paraphernalia  currently  on  the  playground.
